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Secret Files Bare Tale 
Of Apparent Conspiracy 
To Damage Pacific Fleet

LOS ANGELES (UP) Secret 

files of the Naval Intelligence De- 
partment, introduced at the trial of 
three alleged Soviet Russian spies, 
disclosed today that United States 
agents had discovered just below 
the border in Mexico a cache of 
powerful acid which, if poured into 
the ocean, might eat through the 


armored plates of battleships and ! 


sink them. 

Drums of this acid were trans- 
ported to a spot off the Lower Cali- 
fornia (Mexican) coast by the Ger- 
man freighter Edna and_ transfer- 
red to the Javinese fishing boat 
Flying Cloud, which took them 
ashore at Ensenada in June, 1937, 
the naval report said. 

“They were stored in a warehouse 
run by an Italian and kept guarded 
night and day,” The report coutin- 
ued. ‘In September, 1937, the con- 
tents of one of these drums were 
obtained. It was not gasoline, put 
an acid, which when mixed with 
salt water, formed a solution a little 
ways under the water that would 
eat into any kind of metal.” 

The report was signed by Lieut. 
H. De D. Clayborne, chief of the 
San Pedro, Cal., Intelligence Bureau. 
Excerpts from it were read by Unit- 
ed States Attorney Benjamin Har- 
rison who is prosecuting Mikhail 
Gorin, west coast manager of the 
Soviet Intourst Bureau, his wife, 
Natasha, and Hafis Salich, former 
naval intelligence agent, on espion- 
age charges. The three are charged 
with having stolen from naval files

Contrary to the usual belief. foods 
cooked in deep fat are easily digest- 
ed.

Foods fried in deep fat are de- 
licious and it is a good plan to have 
a kettle and supply of the right 
kind of fat ready at all times. 


The best kettle for deep fat fry- 
ing is deep, narrow and has straight 


sides. Vegetable oils and chicken 
fat are particularly good for deep 
fat frying as they can be heated 
to a high temperature without 
smoking.
